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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the present amendment, the specification will have been amended to 
eliminate a formality. 

In the outstanding Official Action, the Examiner closed prosecution in accordance 
with the practice under Ex parte Quayle and required Applicant to correct the inappropriate 
utilizations of the term "plan" in the specification. The Examiner indicated claims 1 and 2 
are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Applicant initially notes that on the Cover Sheet (PTOL-326) the Examiner indicated 
claims 1 and 2 to be rejected but in view of the indication in the body of the action as well 
as the Ex Parte Quayle nature of the action, it is assumed that claims 1 and 2 are 
allowable over the prior art of record. 

Applicant respectfully thanks the Examiner for his conclusion that claims 1 and 2 are 
allowable over the prior art of record and in accordance with the Examiner's requirement 
has now amended the specification in order to correct all inappropriate utilizations of the 
term "plan" and have changed the same to —plane—. 

In accordance with the Examiner's indication, Applicant respectfully submits that the 
application has now been placed in condition for allowance and respectfully requests an 
indication to such effect in due course.
